all branches of commerce, industry, 
and the professions, the state has as- 
sured itself a predominant part in 
this prie-fixing. 

That fact is causing the vested in- 
terests to worry, Whether the judg- 
ment of the state will uphold their 
ideas of a fair profit is in many cases 
problematical. 

Gino Arias, a member of the na- 
tional council of corporations—su- 
preme law-making body of the new 
system—called it the “corporative 
profit,” but did not disclose what 
margin it will embrace. 

He added that freedom of initiative 


is preserved under the new order, “but | 
bound by its due responsibilities,” it 
will be regulated, he said, “when nec- 
essary to guarantee its subordination 
to the interests of the people.”

Three of the Fulton bench 
members, Judge John D. Humphries, 
Judge Virlyn B. Moore and Judge Ed- 
gar E. Pomeroy, come up for re-elec- 
tion this year.

She | 
was born and educated in Lancaster, | 
the daughter of Dr. and Mrs. Benja- | 
min Duncan, her father, like her hus- 
band, being an outstanding leader in 
his profession in his state. Her moth- 
er, before her marriage, was Miss 
| Letcher, a member of a prominent 
_family of Kentucky. Her paternal 

ecrandfather was a former United 

States minister to Mexico and her 
| maternal grandfather was a former 
| chief justice of the Kentucky supreme 
' court. Her brother-in-law, William 
G. Bradley, was the first republican 
| governor of Kentucky and served his 
state in the United States senate. 

Dr. and Mrs. Elkin lived for many 
years on Peachtree street, opposite 
the Capital City Club. Immediately 
on her arrival in this city she took 
an‘active interest in Atlanta affairs, 
becaméea member of the First Pres- 
| byterian church and devoted a great 
| part of her life to the affairs of her 
church, which for many years was on 
Marietta street. She never missed a 
meeting of her church circle nor failed 
to attend Sunday services when she 
was in Atlanta. Dr. Elkin was an 
elder in the church. 

In social as well as in civic and 

church life Mrs. Elkin was outstand- 
ing. Her husband was president of 
the Capital City Club in 1908, 1909 
and 1910. In January, 1909, when 
William Howard Taft, as president- 
elect of the United States, came to 
this city to dedicate Taft Hall, Mrs. 
Elkin was one of his hostesses and 
with the president-elect led the grand 
march at a ball given in honor of 
Mr. Taft at the Capital City Club. 
On October 1, 1918, she was queen 
of the cotton states ball at the Pied- 
mont Driving Club, one of the most 
noteworthy social affairs in Atlanta's 
history. The identity of the queen 

was kept secret until she entered her 
eourt with her maids and matrons of 
honor and the tribute paid Mrs. Elkin 
'on that night remains unparalled in 
the social life of the southeast. 

Mrs. Elkin was: deeply interested in 
everything which pertained to Atlanta 
and the betterment of its citizens, It 
was said that she never lost a friend. 
She was known for her courage, her 
engaging personality, her brilliant 
mentality, her lovable disposition, gen- 
tleness of manner, kind-heartedness 
and unselfishness of spirit.
